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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. As 
shown in Figs. 1 and 4, APA teaches an orientation film having an orientation groove rubbed in a first direction 15a from the first boundary 
(upper side of the second region 14c) to the second boundary (lower side of the second region 14c). However, the second boundary is not 
an exposed edge of the transparent electrode 14a. Meanwhile, as shown in Figs. 2 and 4, Kubo discloses a similar pixel structure in 
which the second boundary is an exposed edge of the transparent electrode 21 . Kubo in fact describes alignment film with rubbing 
direction (or orientation groove) to provide a pretilt angle to the liquid crystal molecules (col. 15, lines 15-21 and col. 26, lines 14-22). 
Accordingly, APA in view of Kubo suggests a structure in which an orientation groove rubbed in a first direction from the first boundary 
between the first and second regions, towards the second boundary, which is an exposed edge of the transparent electrode of claims 1 
and 14. Finally, as shown in Fig. 4 of APA, the orientation groove 15a extends in a direction from the first region 14b (reflective region) to 
the second region 14c (transmissive region); therefore, the same orientation groove would apply to Fig. 4 of Kubo. That is , the 
orientation groove would extend from the first boundary between the transmissive region 20 and the reflection region 22 towards the 
second boundary which is an exposed edge of the transmissive region 20 in Fig. 4 of Kubo. Thus, combining APA and Kubo does not 
teach away from the claimed invention and hence, a prima facie case of obviousness has been established. In conclusion, the claimed 
invention is still not in condition for allowance since the claims are not differentiated from prior art. 
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
